His Tire Blew Out 





YONKERS, N. Y. 
IMES were hard. The Great De- 
pression of the early 1930’s had 
the nation in its grip. 
Desperate, young Thomas Car- 
vel tried his hand at everything. 

He played drums in a jazz band. He 
Played semi-pro football. He went to 
work in a food plant with his father, a 
chemist. 

Finally, at 26, Tom Carvel had a nerv- 

ous breakdown.:So he decided to try а 
job that would get him out of the city. 
@ He bought a house trailer, filled it 
with ice cream and hitched it to the 
family car. 
@ Week after week, Carvel ranged 
through Westchester County, just north 
of New York City, peddling ice cream at 
every crossroad. 

“If I got gas money and a few dollars 
over, I was happy. Those were rough 
years for everybody,” he says. 


A Fateful Day in May 


Then on a May day in 1934, Carvel’s 
trailer blew out a tire in Hartsdale, N. Y. 

“There was a pottery shop across the 
street,” he says. “I told the man I didn’t 
have enough money to buy a tire. 

“I asked him if I could park on his 
property until I sold some of my ice 
cream.” 

That first weekend Carvel and the girl 

he later married, Agnes Stewart, sold 
$100 worth of ice cream. 
е For the next 15 years, Carvel experi- 
mented with ice cream stands until, by 
1949, he was ready to establish the Car- 
vel (Dari-Freeze) chain. 

Today, there are 200 Carvel stores— 
in 10 states.

AST MONTH, the Atomic Energy Commission an- 
nounced it had produced enough electric 
power to light 50 average 5-room houses. 

Americans everywhere asked: 

What does that mean to me? 

PARADE got the answer — and a lot more — that 
will interest every American. 

Ф А top authority, Dr. Charles Allen Thomas, presi- 
dent of the Monsanto Chemical Co., St. Louis, Mo., 
recognizes that: 2 

€ America's newest frontier, atoms for peace, could 
have a bearing on the food you eat, the job you have 
or the place you live. 

Ф But, he says, we will not reap the full benefits of 
the atom—for our everyday living—until private indus- 
try is allowed to build its own plants for making 
atomic materials. Under present law, only the gov- 
ernment can own atomic plants. 

Here, in Dr. Thomas's answers to PARADE's ques- 
tions are some of the most revealing statements yet 
published on how atomic power could change your 
future: 


Q. What could “peacetime” atomic energy 
actually provide the average person? 

A. Properly developed, it could provide a 

great many things; new jobs, a healthier 
DR. CHARLES A. THOMAS: “а new way to make our nation prosper . . ."' economy for many parts of the U.S. and 
possibly more food for our dinner tables. It 
could also help our country gain friends in 
underdeveloped parts of the world. Pri- 
vately owned atomic plants would be scat- 
tered through the country—and that would 
be an advantage, especially in event of war. 
It would tap the facilities of our great in- 
dustrial research laboratories—which would 
augment our government research. 


Q. What would industry do first in its own 
atomic energy program? 
A. We are all interested in producing elec- 
tric power for home and industrial use.

` power. Atomic power would not replace 
present sources of power, but would be a 
needed addition. 


Q. How many years would it be before 

homes were lighted with atomic power? 
A. That's hard to say. It's been done already 
as sort of a demonstration. [See picture.] 
The big stumbling block is the present 
Federal law. We'll have atomic power quick- 
er if that law is changed to allow private 
industry to establish its own atomic energy 
plants. Certain companies working with the 
Atomic Energy Commission at their own ex- 
pense are designing atomic power plants. 


Q. You mentioned “тоғе food” before. 

Could you elaborate? 
A. Yes. There are many parts of the country 
—in California, Oregon, Idaho, the South- 
west-now considered wasteland. Actually, 
the land is rich and fertile, but it cannot be 
irrigated because there is no cheap power 
at hand. With cheap atomic power to pump 
the water, some of these lands could be re- 
juvenated. Crops could be grown on them. 
And we need more producing land. By 1975, 
we will need 100 million more producing 
acres if we are to maintain present dietary 
standards. (This land rejuvenation could 


also be done in other parts of the world.) 


Q. You mentioned a “healthier economy” 

a moment ago. Could you explain that? 
A. Cheap power might go a long way toward 
helping New England get new industry. One 
of the reasons some industries left that part 
of the country was high power costs. Low 

. power costs-and new industry, and the jobs 
it would bring—could rejuvenate parts of 
New England. 

There’s another important aspect to this. 
Typically, “ghost towns” develop in mining 
areas of the nation after mines are worked 
out. Cheap power would tend to attract in- 


dustry and agriculture and stabilize these 
communities — and the lives of people in 
them. It's entirely possible that atom power 
would end the boom and bust "life cycle" 
of those communities. When you have agri- 
culture and industry, you get stability. 

That has been shown by the Tennessee 
Valley Authority. The TVA; by providing 
cheap power, has attracted new industry to 
the area in which it operates. 

It has even been suggested that whole 
new permanent communities would spring 
up in the future if power were at hand. 


Q. Are there other uses that might be 

made of atomic power? 
A. You know about the submarine with an 
atomic power plant now being constructed. 
While this submarine is expensive to build, 
it will have advantages over present types. 
It will have a greater cruising range. Be- 
cause atomic power plants in ships would 
provide them with more free space, I think 
it's very likely that cargo ships of the future 
will be atom-powered. That may be true, 
too, for ocean-going luxury-liners. You see, 
big ships using atom-power would be able 
to carry bigger “pay loads." 2 

There is а possibility, too, that atom- 

powered electric furnaces would make the 
reduction of ores more efficient. 


Q. Would the unskilled worker be able to 
work in the atomic industry of the future?

Q. What is your company" 
private. 


By RoBERT P. GOLDMAN 


A. Yes. Already, there are 150,000 people 
working in the present atomic energy pro- 
gram. There would be a need for more per- 
sonnel, both skilled and unskilled, in atomic 
energy plants. 


Q. What about the safety of people in and 
outside of an atomic energy plant? 
A. There would be a high safety factor 
for all concerned. = 
It should be just as safé for a worker as 
present electric power plants. 


Q. Would atomic secrets leak ovt fo other 

nations if industry were given a “go-ahead?” 
A. No. Only reputable industry which met 
government requirements should be allowed 
to have atomic energy plants. And all per- 
sonnel in those plants should be screened— 
possibly by the FBI. 

Atomic military secrets should never be 

released by the government. 


Q. Are we ahead of other nations in devel- 

oping the atom for peacetime uses? 
А.І don't know. There's some indication 
that Great Britain and Canada are making 
Significant progress in this field. In the light 
of that fact, I don't think anyone can say 
definitely that the United States is ahead in 
developing the atom for peace. 


s plan for getting 
industry into the atomic energy 


A. We propose to produce both power and 
plutonium. The plutonium would be sold to 
the government possibly at less than what 
it costs the government to make plutonium 
now for its own program. This would help 
keep down the cost of power. 

That's how we feel we can open a new 
industrial frontier for the benefit of the 
entire nation. a

ERE'S A quiet, scholarly gentleman here 

who can solve a crime with a single 
strand of hair. 

He is Dr. Leon A. Hausman, 64, profes- 
sor of zoology at the New Jersey College for 
Women, a branch of Rutgers University. 

He’s known to police and criminal investiga- 
tors as “Тһе Hair Detective.” 

Here’s how he works: Dr. Hausman takes a 
suspect’s hair. Then he compares it with any 
hair found at the scene of the crime.
